In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed December 
14, 2007, Applicant hereby provisionally elects Group I, claims 1-5, 8-11 and 13-17 , drawn to a 
per(3,6-anhydro)-cyclodextrin derivative and methods and uses thereof, with traverse. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the assertion by the Office that the inventions of Group I and 
Group II do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding technical features. Applicant respectfully submits that the inventions of Group I and 
Group II both include the presence of carbamate group compounds. Thus, the inventions of Group I 
and Group II inclue the same technical feature and therefore, have a single general inventive concept. 

Accordingly, because the inventions recited in Groups I and II are related by a single general 
inventive concept, i.e., the presence of carbamate group compounds, the restriction is not proper.
